*Antonio Maceo is no more dead than
1awm, I left him July 4, full of health
and brimfnl of fight. Orders had just
been given that he, withffAguirre, was
to concentrate hle troops for 8 series of
desperate blows at the close of this
month or early next month.

**Before leaving Cuba my special daty
was to look after General Weyler's
trocha in Pinar del Rio. I'know every
inch of it, There has nat been a day
when we could not cross it at will.
Maceo can go through the line whenever
he is ready. He is only waiting for
Gomer to say the-word, And Gomez is
now hurryiog westward from Camabuey
with the new forces and new gupplies
which he went there for.

“The line of communication between
Gomesz and Maceo and the other gen-
erals of the Cuban &rmy s nnbroken.
Maceo’s last order, iesned just before 1
left Cuba, was to burn every house, shed
or improvieed barrack which ecan afford
shelter tor Epanish troops, so they will
be forced to stand the exposure of the
open fields.

“Maceo has issued s circular to the
Bpanish goldiers advising them to ieave
the govervignty of Spain and to join
their Cuban brothers. He pointed ont
that they are ill-fed, poorly clothed,
badly paid and urpappreciated in the
Bpanish army, and promises them good
treatment, good food and a good home
for their families and a fature for them-
selves under the Cuban republic. Many
of the young Spanich troops have taken
advantage of the offer.”

TRIED TO RKILL HEH.

Henry Cook Shoots Mrs. E. M., Marr

and Kills Himsslf.

Porruanp, July 15.-—Bhortly alter
midnight, Henry Cook, & saloon man,
shot Mra. E. M. Marr, a lodging-house
keeper, with whom he is eaid to have
been living, and then, putting the re-
volver to his mouth, shot and killed
bhimeelf: The shooting tovk place on
Mill, near BSecond street. When the
woman, who had fallen to the sidewalk,
saw Cook lying at her side, she kicked
him to see that he was dead, and then,
geeing be could not harm her further,

The patrol wagon brought the woman
to the police atation, where Dr. Wheeler
made an examination of her wounnds,
which were not considered fatal. Cook
bhad fired three shots at her, two of
which took effect in the back of her head,
one entering behind the ear and coming
ount on the opposite side, and the other
lodging in the back of the ekull. Bo
closely had her murderer assailant held
the revolver to her head that the whole
right side of her face was blackened and
blistered by the discharge.,

Cook mode a sure job of himesslf, the
ballet going up through the roof of his
mouth into the brain. He must have
died instantly.

WasmixcToN, July 156.—J. H. Tarner,
gecretary of the national committee of
the People's party, has issued a state-
ment to the public. It says:

“The resalt of the late national Dem-
ocratic convention is unndonbtedly a
trinmph of Populism. A large portion
of the volers in the Popnlizt party In the
South and West were originally Demo-
crats, and left the old party becanse it
was dominated in every convention by
the eastern Democrals who represented
Wall street and the monopolists of New
York aod New Englaund. The Demo-
cratic party has purged iteell, reorgan-
1zed itzelf and come oot for trug Demoe-
racy, and to all intents and purposes,
substitnted the Popnlist platform for the
old platforms that the party has been
using for years and whicli were dictated
and foisted upon the people by the gold
bugs of the East.

“Bryan, the nowinee of that conven-
tion, is & man who tita the platiorm.
For mora than two vears he has acted
with the Populists ot his state. It can-
not be successfully denled that the prin-
ciples advocated by the Populist party
have captured the Democratic party and
have driven out of its ranks that ele-
ment which from the beginning has
been affiliated with the Republican
party as its pataral home.
